And to further juſtifie this Computation, it agrees very well with the Calculation made by the Ingenious Mr. Grant, both of the Totalnum- 
ber of the Inhabitants within the Bills of Mortality, and hisprobable gueſs, that about three in One hundred die, allowing twelve Inhabi- 
tants toevery Houle one with another , which no man I ſuppoſe will diſpute. } | 

This will apparently confute that wild conjeRure of ſome, who report that there is Three Thouſand Five Hunderd New-houſcs in St. 
Martins Pariſh, when the Burials of that Pariſh are not above Eighteen Hundred ina year : So that the Total of New and Old in that Pariſh 
cannot be above Four Thouſand Five Hundred, and therctore it is probable that the Account of 1780, now given in is very true, 

The conjectures of many concerning the value of theſe Houlcs, that they will make twenty pound a Year one with another, and raiſe two or 
three hundred thouſand pound, are as falſe as about the number of them, 

For ten thouſand Houſes will not raiſe above fifty thoaſand pound, it being tt half years value at ten pound a year one with another, 
which is the moſt they can be reckoned at. 

As will plainly appear from the account of the value of thoſe ſeven thouſand hve hundred Houſes, which did not amount to Seventy 
thouſand pound at a whole years value, as appears by the Duplicates in the Exchequer; they not making one with another ten pound a year: 

Now the great Houſes in the Piazza, Lincolnes. In-fields, and Dncen-ſtreet, wereequal in value to thele twenty two Houſes in St. James 
Square, - or Bloomesbury Square, or other places aud arc more ir.number of that ſort of Houſes then have beenlbuilt ſince. 

Beſides the midele fort of Houſes in the Streets of Covent-Garden, Long- Acre , Clare- Market , Old. Southampton-Buildings , and other places 
have equall'd both the number and value of Leiceſter-Fiolds, Bleemeslmry, Tork- Buildings, Eſſex-Buildings and the reſt. Andthe number of the 
ſmall Houſes at four or tive pound per An#»um ſince 1656, are much greater, 

So that upon enquiry, it is plain, that the Houſes that were built bore 1655. were equal in value to what have been built fince. And therefore 
it is not probable that a Tax upon the New-foundations can raiſe atove Fifty Thouſand Pound, which conſidered with the Charge of colle&ing 
it,and the loſs of his Majeſties Cuſtomes upon Timber, Boards, Wainſcot and Iron, being not leſs then Ten Thouſand Pound per Annum, which 
will be occaſioned by the diſcouraging of Building, will not bring in Thirty Thouſand pounds clear into the Exchequer, if it were poſlible to 
make the Law fo that all might be Colle&ed, 

But not to mention how hard the purchaſers of New Houſes, will believe ſuch a Law to be,having paid a valuable conſideration tor them, 
and offended no Law, 

Nor how ſeyare the Work-men builders will think they are dealt with, to be pun iſhed for exerciſing their lawful Trades. 
Nor how partial it will be to thoſe that built ſince 1655, that have already paid a years value, | | 
Nor to mention what the owners of the great Houſes that have been altered., think, not being allowed the 5001. a year, which thcir 
Houſes yielded before; fince they pay for improvement by the bullding of their Gardens. | 
Nor what in al all thoſe ſufferers will think, who believe + gs done 4 "Mp ſervice to the Nation by Building.
